Mr Djilos, a- former Yugoslay 
Communist Party Politburo 
membep, received in January 
1985 a suspended sentence of 18 
months on tha same charge.

1800.

Presidents. Thetr sole authority 
under tho onstitution is to 
preside over ie Senate,

Hesitant reply 


HY are “tourists” not ad. 
mitted? 

The reply to this question 
was hesitant. He smiled self- 
consclously when he sald: “The 
tourlst may come for some other 
purpose than touring.” But afier 
a short visit to Canton last weelc 
I cannot belleve that fear of 
spies is the only or even the 
main reason why China fs 
closed to holiday-makers. 

On my first day in Canton a 
colleague amd I were called into 
the local Foreign Affairs De- 
partment and asked 40 explain 
our reasons for visiting the city.

stated in a letter to the Sceret- * 


ary of the Export Commodities 
Exhibition, that we wanted to 
report on the Exhibition, also 
to ste the sights of Canton.

People 
everywhere were extremely 
courteous and helpful, Many 
mistook us for “Rusktes" or “So 
Luen Yan" (Sovict people), but 
those who knew we were “Ying 
Kwok" (British) treated us with 
4he same courtesy and polite- 
ness ‘that I have  expertenced 
throughout my life in Ching, 

There were poster ‘cartoons in 
Cantor lampooning Eden over 
the Anglo-British Invasion of 
the Suez Canal and others sug- 
gesting that the Chinese ke 
would go to the help of the 
Egyptians if necessary, but . 
never saw a_ hostile glance 
throughout my stay. 

Still, Chima does not want 
tourists. It could be one good 
way of carning foreign currency, 
avhich is said to be badly necd- 
ed, The exchange rate buying is 
HHK$100 to JMP$40.00, and Lt is 
expensive for a forcigner to live 
in Canton, 

The official fear of spies en- 
tering the country in the guise 
of tourists may be valid, but I 
do net belleve ‘that suspicion 
alone és the reason for this 
barrier.

HE sisal plant, which is the source of 
one of the traditional hard fibres used 
in ropemaking, is yielding new produéts 
for the world as a result of research, 
Kenya, which has a long-established: sisal 
industry, is pioneering some of this work. 


One ne offering promise of 
a bright future Is research Into 
extraction of the compound 
hecogonin which Is among the 
beat raw material, for 
synthesising cortisone and other 
new and expensive rues 
related to it. 

The Initial veseareh and 
development work was curriat 
out by the British Medical 
Research Counell in collaborn- 
tion with the East African 
Industrial Research Bourd., 


Later, wilh = the financial 
bucking of the British National 
Research Development Cprpora- 
tton, a small-scale plant for the 
commercial production of 
hecogenin was sel up vn a sisal 
estate at Rulru, near Nalrobt. 

After oa valuable — period of 
experimentation the plant wus 
taken over by a leading British 
pharmaceculleal firm to become 
a port of its large-scale 
research, development and pro- 
duction programme for the 
manufacture of “all-British” 
cortisone, 

Three years of experimental 
work preceded the adeptlon ot 
hecogenin as " practical 
commercial product 

Ato Arst the procedure for 
extracting hecogentn from sisal 
wus expensive and not 
economically feaslble on a large 
scale 

However, a major advance 
came with the discovery that 
the substance could much more 
readily and cheaply be obtained, 
net from the solld matter, but 
from the Juice of the sisal leaf. 
This juice can quite casily be 
oblained in large quantitles | 
from the waste produced In the 
operation of removing the sisal 
fibre from the long sptky Jeaves.

CONSPIRACY TRIAL 
Closing addresses by Counsel. for the Crown and for the Defence 


. were given before Mr Justice C. W. Reece at the Criminal Sessions this 
morning in the trial of three women and a man aceused of conspiracy to 


deal in heroin. 


The accused ore Kun Wel- 
ching, 37, an unemployed 
woman; Wong Ching.chu, 37, 
housewife; Ting Suet-ching, 35, 
mutried woman; and Wong Fu- 
yan, 45, unemployed. All aro 
natives of North China, 


The four accused are charged 
with conspiring together to deal 
unlawfully in heroin between 
July 1, 1950, and Soptember 18, 
1950, ‘Second and third accused 
are also charged with possession 
of seven pounds and nine ounces 
o€ heroin und six pounds and 10 
ounces of heroin, 


Mr Desmond Mayne, Crown 
Counsel, is prosecuting, assisted 
by Det. Sub-Inspector G. M. 
Ollphant. The women are de- 
fended by Mr Brook Bernacchl, 
instructed by Mr J. M, D’Almada 
Remedics, of D’Almada Remedios 
and Co. 


SIMPLE EVIDENCE 


In bis address to the all-male 
Jury, Mr Mayne suid he though: 
the evidence wits simple enough. 
The thing for the jurors to re 
member, he sald, was to usc 
their commonsense when they 
came to a decision, 

Crown Counsel siid he knew 
the members of the Jury would 
feel sympathically inclined to- 
wirds the three unfortunate 
women, who had had to go 
Ihrough the ordeal of cross- 
examination In the witness box.

KEY TO DOOR 


The case against first accused 
wes that at the time of the 
Police raid On No, 1 Liberty 
Avenue on September 18, she 
was on the premises, where the 
drug was found. She had the 
key to the front door, 

The Cvidence against second 
accused was that she pald rent. 
Her story was that sithough 
she lived In the place the tenancy 
did not belong to her, 

Third accused, Mr Mayne 
said, had sald that she sold the 
cabinet produced as an exhibit 
to her lover for $200. Crown 
Counsel pointed out, however, 
that she kept the key to the 
cabinet. 

Crown Counse} sald fourth ac- 
cused had pieaded guilty to 
possession of the drugs. If the 
Jury found that any of the 
women were together with him 
in the matter of the heroin, he 
said, then they must find the 
women guilty of conspiracy. 

‘DEFENCE REPLIES 

In his address, Mr Bernacchi 
sodd the Court was dealing with 
three unfortunate women, It 
wos true, he sald, that dealing 
dn heroin was a very serious 
offence ang such dealings de- 
served to be punished.
